More Excise 
Tax Cuts May 
Be Approved 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A bill 


Senate

adopted today a proposal to cut 
excise taxes on furs, cosmetics, 
handbags and jewelry by $260 
million a year. 


The cut was proposed by Sen. 


Eugene J. McCarthy^DrMinn., 
and adopted 13-3, as a substi- 
tute for a Republican proposal 
tur-epeal th*.,taxes entirely. - 


The effect of the substitute is 


to shift the 10 per cent levies, 
which date from the first year 
of World War II, from a retail 
price to a manufacturer's price 
basis. The shift would take 
place Oct. 1, 1964. 


Committee experts said this 


would mean a reduction in rev- 
enue of about $260 million as 
compared with $517 million if 
:he four types of excises had 
been repealed 
entirely. They 


said the markup on such items 
averages about 50 per cent. 


The committee also voted 12-5 


to approve a House-passed bill 
raising the temporary national 
debt ceiling to $324 billion for 
the fiscal year beginning July 1.

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Figures Many Disappearing 
Hoboes Are Now Living in 
Florida on Full Pensions

RICHMOND, Va., (AP) —Not 


too long ago, I was asking what 
ever happened to all the hoboes. 
A good guess is some are liv- 
ing in Florida on pensions. 


That's where Al Gamby is. 


He's a card-carrying hobo who 
rode the rods for nearly half a 
century before marrying in Mil- 
waukee, Wis., and settling down 
to retirement in Bradento, Fla. 


Al, like myself, laments 
the 


passing of the hobo, and he is a 
little scornful of the bland imi- 
tations 
thumbing their 
way 


across America today. In his 
day a hobo wouldn't think of 
hitchhiking, 
but Al concedes 


that today's trains aren't made 
with the hobo in mind. 


After I recalled in this corner 


the hoboes I'd known as a kid, 
Al hied himself down to 
the 


Bradenton Herald and talked to 
reporter Tom Geffs. Then he 
sent me a letter and a copy of 
Tom's story. 


First of all, Al wants to clear 


up any misunderstanding about 
the difference between a hobo, 
a bum and a tramp. A hobo 
will work to help pay his way, 
explains Al, who put in his time 
as a waiter and a fruit picker. 


"Now, 
you take a bum — he 


won't work at all. He gets along 
by begging," Al says. "A tramp 
will work now and then, but he 
won't ride on anything — you 
offer a tramp on the highway a 
ride and he'll glare at you and 
stomp off. He walks every- 
where he goes with his worldly 
goods tied up in a bundle." 


To prove he's entitled to the 


honor of being called a hobo. 
Al carries two cards. One is his 
membership card in the "Inter- 
national 
Itinerant 
Migratory 


Workers 
Union, 
li,oboes 
of 


Ameica." 


The other proclaims him a 


"Knight of the Road," a distinc- 
tion he earned in 1939 at the 
hobo convention in Milwaukee. 


The delegates, it seemed, had 


gulped down the last of the re- 
freshments and 
disaster 
ap- 


peared imminentuntil Al 
put 


the bite on a local brewery for 
half a barrel of the stuff that 
made Milwaukee famous. The 
king of the hoboes, Jeff Davis, 
knighted him on he spot. 


Al, a chipper 67, says he took 


to the road at the age of 16 and 
was taken under the wing of 
older, wiser hoboes. One of the 
first things they taught him was 
how to get on and off a high- 
ball freight without 
breaking 


his neck. Thereafter, he was 
strictly a train man. 


While hoboes are commonly 


associated 
with boxcars, 
Al 


says they occasionally rode the 
"cushions." If a hobo had a 
little money and was willing to 
part with it, he might buy a 
ticket. 


His most memorable ride was 


on the Twentieth Century Limit- 
ed between Elkhart, Ind., and 
Toledo, Ohio. It was memor- 
able, he says, because for the 
whole trip he clung to the roof 
of a pullman 
as the limited 


barreled along at a frightening 
clip. When the train pulled into 
Toledo, Al got off as fast as he 
could, his lungs full of smoke 
and his face and clothes singed 
by hot cinders from the steam 
locomotive. 


Al admits being a hobo was 


no bowl of cherries, but he says 
he wouldn't trade it for the cus- 
tomary million dollars. 


He's retired now. He owns his 


own home, a car and a boat, and 
like countless other retirees in 
Florida, whiles away the time 
fishing.

Industry Says 
Cigarette Ad 
Order Unfair

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


tobacco 
industry 
today 
de- 


nounced the new federal rule on 
cigarette labels and advertising 
as unlawful, unwise, and unfair 
and said "we shall oppose it in 
the courts if necessary." 


The rule, announced Wednes- 


day by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission, would require tobacco 
manufacturers by.next year to 
include a warning in cigarette 
labels 
and 
advertising 
that 


smoking may cause death from 
cancer and other diseases. 


The industry's firm opposition 


to the rule was made clear by 
Bowman Ray, chairman of the 
board of the R.J. Reynolds To- 
bacco Co. as he testified before 
the House Commerce Commit- 
tee. 


A court challenge could mean 


years of litigation on whether 
the FTC rule could go into ef- 
fect. 


Paul Rand Dixon, chairman 


of the FTC, told the committee 
he hopes the industry will com- 
ply voluntarily, but he added: 
"They can take this rule to the 
nearest court and ask for a re- 
view. I'm satisfied this will 
happen." 


Later, Sen. B. Everett or- 


dan, a Democrat from lobacco- 
ptoducing North Carolina, said: 
"I have been in touch with 
leaders and representatvics of 
growers, 
warehousemen 
and 


manufacturers and these groups 
have already agreed to takethe 
matter to the courts immedi- 
ately."

When the Negroes attempted 


a flanking movement and the 
whites started to cut them off, 
the state trooper in charge or- 
dered the beach cleared and the 
Negroes retreated to their cars. 


The demonstration was the 


latest maneuver of integration- 
ists whose leader, Dr. Martin 
Luther King Jr., has pledged 
no letup in a drive for racial 
desegregation at St. Augustine.

In addition, he said, security

Persons who 'said they never 


bad smoked showed significant- 
ly higher coronary heart disease 
rates than those who stopped 
smoking before their attack or 
before the time 6f the question- 
naire if there was no attack, 
Dr. Russek reported at the an- 
nual convention of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association. 


"These findings cast doubt 


upon the alleged role of smok- 
ing in the 'genesis of coronary 
heart disease," he said.

Barry Goldwater. 


Goldwater has been acutely 


critical of the way the admin- 
istrations of both President John 


P. Kennedy and Johnson have 
handled Viet Nam. He has sug- 
gested 
pretty drastic 
action, 


more than Kennedy or Johnson 
were Willing to take yet. 


If Goldwater wins the nomin- 


ation over the efforts of Lodge 
and Scranton, he won't have to 
soft-pedal his criticism. 


But if Scranton gets the nony
